During his stay Mr. Jones vas called 
into the office of Gen. Spinner, the Treas- 
urer, ani as<ed to examine the coupon of 
a 5-20 bond which a treasury expert bad called a 
counterfeit Mr. Jones said it was genuine, and he 
recogn zed the engraving as the work of Ordan. 
Mr. Ordan was summoned and pronounced the 
coupon genuine. Me. Spinner then told Mr 
Jones privately that he had two cigar b>xes full of 
thesk coupons. They had been paid by the treasury, 
They represented in the aggregate 908.000. Tney 
had been brought to him as duplicates of previous 
coupons. From the coupous themselves 
they fizured out how many bonds they 
represented, This computation shows that 
there was a fraudulent issue from the true 
piates of between 513.000,00 and $14,000,000, as 
shown vy the coupons in hand, 

ANOTHER CASE, 

detailed by Jones to Genera! Rosecrans, is that of a 
cashier in Cincinnati. who showed him three $1,000 
bonds of a batch of $98.000. whieh he pronounced 
genuine. Toey were aiterward shown to be dupli-

An exhibition of American paintings was opened 
to the St. Luis pubic this morning at the Museum 
of Fine Arts, corner of N.neteenth and Locust 
streets. Of the nature of this exhibition the public 
has already been informed through tne columne of 
this paper. It is called the Prise Fund Exhibition, 
an erroneous term, as not more than half the 
pictures shown were in the origina! exibition. 
Nevertheless, it is perhaps the most interesting 
collection of pictures ever shown in this city; 
joteresting, not as an “art display,” butas afford- 
ing St. Louis an opportunity of seeing just what

The matter of the petition pre- 
sented to Congress on whica no definite action had 
been taken was consi.jered, and it was determined 
to draw up and present another petition to Con- 
gress. The further consideration of the subject 
was postpoued unt to day. 

THIS MORNING'S SESSION.
